LEWIS PREDICTS WAR 
FOR THE UNITED STATES 


If European Conflict Con- 
tinues—lIllinois Senator 
Says Country Will Not 
Stand for Additional Sub- 
marine Outrages. 


Washington, January 5.—Approval of 
President Wilson’s request for a state- 
ment of peace terms from the European 
belligerents was voted tonight by the 
senate at the conclusion of three days 
of stirring debate. Action came with 
dramatic suddenness when democratic 
leaders decided to accept a form of fes- 
olution that would not commit the 
senate to indorsement of the whole of 
the president’s note, and ten repub- 
licans of the progressive group joined 
the majority in making the vote 48 
to 17. 

Martine Bolted Party. 

Senator Martine, of New Jersey, was 
the only democrat to vote in the nega- 
tive. \ 

Discussion of the subject had reached 
a climax during the day with a sen- 
sational declaration by Senator Lewis, 
chief spokesman for the democrats, re- 
plying to republican criticism of the 
president’s course. Without referring 
directly to the submarine controversy, 
the senator said the United States 
could not keep out of the war if it 
continued, and that America would not 
again accept misconception of orders or 
zeal of an officer as an excuse for an 
injury to a citizen or property. 

The chief objection urged against 
the original resolution offered by Sen- 
ator Hitchcock wa's that it would in- 
dorse the president’s offer to join in 
a movement to guarantee world peace 
and his declaration of the interest of 
the United States in small nations. 
Progressive republicans joined Senator 
Lodge and others in this contention. 

The Resolution Adopted. 

The resolution adopted was proposed 

by Senator Jones, republican, of Wash- 


ington, and was accepted by Senator 


Hitchcock as a substitute for his own. 
It resolves: 

“That the senate approves and 
strongly indorses the request by the 
resident in the diplomatic notes of 
ecember 18 to the nations now en- 
gaged in war, that those nations state 
the terms upon which peace might be 
discussed.” 

The compromise ended debate when 
it appeared certain that action would 
be deferred until tomorrow and soon 
after Senator Borah had begun a vigor- 
ous speech against the resolution. 
There had been startling assertions 
from both sides of the chamber during 
the day, though none attracted such 
attention as that of Senator Lewis in 
closing the argument for the Hitch- 
cock resolution. 

“Let me say on my own authority,” 
said Senator Lewis, ‘‘that I agree with 
the sentiment expressed from any quar- 
ter, the secretary of state or any one 
else (referring to Secretary Lansing’s 
first explanation of the president’s note 
to the powers) that this war cannot 
continue without America being in- 
volved in the conflict. 

“Do vou feel that the people of this 
nation are in such temper that they 
can ever again allow any commander 
of ships, any captain or army, any of- 
ficer of diplomacy, to visit upon this 
country an injury to a citizen or prop- 
erty and escape on an excuse of mis- 
conception of orders or zeal of an of- 
ficer? 

“If these conditions again be repeat- 
ed, America will not again accept that 
form of apology and will resent and 
punish to the full extent of her power. 
No amount of logic or pacification 
would prevall. 

Means War With United 


“Tl say continuance of the war mean’ 
war with the United States, and in this 
I have never a deubt of the compre- 
hension of the United States and faith 
in the sagacious foresight of the of- 
ficials of the administration, in the 
effort looking to bring about peace 
with Europe that we might maintain 
peace in Amertca.” 

Senator Borah, attacking the Hitch- 
cock resolution, said that in his judg- 
ment the United States by approving 
the president’s note would bind itself 
in the future with European nations 
to protect the integrity and security 
of smaller European nations and that 
if this meant anything at all it meant 
that the army and navy of this nation 
must be at the disposal of any world 
combination the war’s end might see, 
to give this protection. 

The Hitchcock resolution read as fol- 
‘lows: 

“That the senate approves and 
indorses the action taken by the 
president in sending the diplo- 
matic notes of December 18 to the 
nations now engaged in war sug- 
gesting and recommending that 


those nations state the terms upon 
which peace might be discussed.” 


Senator Borah suggested that the 
end desired by the Nebraska senator 


might be accomplished by other reso- 
lutions before the senate which were 
not so broad in their approval. 

“There is the resolution of the sena- 
tor from Washington,’ said Senator 
Hitchcock, rising suddenly. “If that 
would be acceptable to the senator 
from Idaho, I will accept it.”

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DOCTORS TO REPORT 
CASES OF MEASLES 


Health Board Makes This 
Disease and Chickenpox 
Reportable, But No Quar- 
antine Will Be Required. 


At a called meeting of the city board 
of health yesterday afternoon, measles 
and chickenpox were made reportable 
disea'ses. The. action taken by the 
board followed the unanimous request 
of the board of education, acting on a 
report made to that body by Dr. W. N. 
Adkins, medical inspector of schools, 
that he had found 336 cases of mea- 
sles among the school children of the 
city and that he considered the epi- 
demic a serious one. The health officer 
is required to make daily reports of 
all cases of mea'sies to the school de- 
partment. 

While measles and chickenpox were 
made reportable, the resolution did not 
carry with it quarantine requirements. 
The resolution which was introduced by 


D. J. Baker at first covered only mea- 
sles, but attention having been called 
by City Health Officer Kennedy to the 
fact that chickenpox was often con- 
fused with smallpox, it was amended 
s0 as to include that malady. The 
resolution foltows:

“It shall be the duty of each attending 
physician to report io the city health officer 
each case of measies and chickenpox coming 
under his professional care; and where there 
is na attending physician 

“It shall be the duty of each and every 
hotel keeper, boarding house keeper and

the city health officer of each case of 
measles and chickenpox occurring in his or 
her hotel, boarding house or private dwell- 
ing; and 

“Tt shall be the duty of the health officer 
to see that daily reports of all cases of 
measles coming under his notice be made to 
the school department.”’

OUT OF DOBRUDIA 
BY TEUTON FORCE

Virtually All of the Danube 
River Is Now in the Hands 
of the Teutonic and Bulga- 
rian Armies. 


BRAILA IS CAPTURED 
BY VON MACKENSEN’S MEN 


Captured City Is on West 
Bank of Danube and Is 
Rumania’s Great Grain and 
Oil Port—AInvaders Also 
Gain on Moldavia Front. 


New York, January 5.—(By Associat- 
ed Press. From Europear Cables of the 
Day.)—The Rumanian province of Dob- 
rudja now is in the hands of the cen- 
tral powers, whose armies continue to 
advance through Great Wallachia into 
Moldavia. 

Braila, an important commercial city 
in Great Wallachia and on the west 
bank of the Danube below Galatz, has 
been captured by German and Bulga- 
rian troops. Several villages on the 
outskirts of Braila also have been oc- 
cupied and Field Marshal von Macken- 
sen’s troops have taken 1,400 prisoners 
in their latest success. 


TEUTONS HOLD 
DANUBE RIVER. 


Virtually all the River Danube now 
is in the hands of the Teutonic forces, 
who control all of the eastern bank 
and all but a few miles of the western 
bank. Galsz, twelve miles north of 
‘Braila, is the only Important Rumanian 
town on the Danube yet in Rumanian 
hands. The clearing of the Dobrudja 
by the combined Bulgarian, Turkish 
and German forces, it fs reported semi- 
officially from Berlin, leaves a larger 
part of those forces ready for other 
employment and closes to Russia the 
Dobrudja pathway to Constantinople. 

Advancing through the mountains in 
western Moldavia, Austro-German 
troops have gained additional ground 
and have captured several hundred 
prisoners. Between Rimnik-Sarat and 
Fokshani, von Mackensen’s men con- 
tinue to progress and have occupied 
the towns of Slobozia and Rotesti. The 
Russians and Rumanians, Petrograd 
announces, repulsed attacks at some

The Curtis letter to Representative 


Wood follows: 
aot “December 26, 1916. 
“Hon. William R. Wood, House of Rep- 

resentatives, Washington, D. C. 

“Dear Sir: The democratic majority 
of the house will not, I presume, per- 
mit the adoption of your resolution of 
inquiry, but it is a highly meritorious 
measure none the less, and if I,/can 
do so, I want to help you. 

“Bernard M. Baruch, of this city, un- 
questionably had the news of Secretary 
Lansing’s note as early as Saturday, 
December 9. The note was dated De- 
cember 11, and not dispatched until 
December 12.” 

(The official copies of the note are 
dated December 18, they were placed 
in the hands of news associations at 6 
p. m:. on the afternoon of December. 
20, and were released for publication 
in morning papers of December 21. Of- 
ficials announced that the note had 
been transmitted to Europe on the ca- 
bles in early morning heurs of Decem- 
ber 19.) , 
“How Baruch got it, I am not pre- 
pared to say, but a gentleman of my 
acquaintance makes the positive state- 
ment that he saw Mr. Tumulty and Mr. 
Baruch breakfasting together at the 
Biltmore hotel in this city on two or 
three occasions coincident with the 
penning of the note and its secret dis- 
patch 

“That Baruch at this junction smash- 
ed the market heavily and in all di- 
rections admits of no douot and can be 
easily demonstrated in this way: 

“At his offices, 111 Broadway. he has 
a system of private telephone lines to 
various brokerage houses. Before he 
has an opportunity to remove these 
wires, you must obtain a list of them. 
If he is compelled to supply you with 
a list, I would check it by obtaining 
an identical list from the New York 
Telephone company 
Union Telegraph company, these be- 
ing the two companies that supply the 
wires. Having obtained this list you 
can obtain from all the brokerage 
houses connected thereby, a transcript 
of all orders executed for his account 
within the period in question. This in- 
vestigation should cover not only his 
personal accounts, but any secret ac- 
counts, such as accounts carried by 
‘numbers’ or any fictitious names, all 
of which, as the broker’s books will 
show, are controlled by him. 

“If the brokers refuse this infor- 
mation, congress has the power to com- 
pel it. The stock exchange also has 
the power to force its members to pro- 
duce their books and accounts, and as 
the rules of the stock exchange are 
sufficiently broad and elastic to cover 
every departure from ethical business 
methods on the part of its members, an 
appeal to the governors of that insti- 
tution will no doubt elicit the desired 
information. Many reputable members 
of the exchange are anxious to assist 
you in running to earth this most un- 
savory scandal. 

“There is a great deal more 
matter than you imagine, and if you 
can once get your machinery in mo- 
tion, | am in a position to say that you 
will be supplied with all the necessary 
information.

MAY NOT BE NECESSARY 


Statement Made for Governor 
Shows Georgia Is Not in 
Bankrupt Condition. 


That the state will be able to get 
through this year without resorting to 
the constitutional loan t6 meet defi- 
ciencies in revenues is the hope ex- 
pressed in a statement of the condition 
of the state treasury, issued Friday by 
Private Secretary J. R. Jones, for Gov- 
ernor Nat E. Harris. The statement 
of the\condition of the treasury Jan- 
uary 1.points out that the state is 
not in a bankrupt condition and that 
taxes are coming in well. 

The statement shows a_ probable 
$900,000 or more left after certain 
fixed payments, to meet current ex- 
penses and appropriations, a number 
of the appropriations of last vear be- 
ing left contingent upon moneys on 
hand with which to pay them. 

“The statement has been made,” said 
Governor Harris last night, “that the 
state of Georgia is bankrupt. I just 
want the people of Georgia to know 
that the state is not bankrupt—far 
from it—and I.do not intend to turn 
it over to my successor in any such 
condition. The legislature fixed it so 
that the governor can keep expen- 
ditures down, and I intend to do it.”

In connection With live stock buying, 
the Moultrie packing plant has already 
agreed to send a purchasing agent to 
Cordele and the Armour plant at Jack- 
sonville has been asked to do like- 
wise. 

Ail of these activities, says Mr. Jones, 
have grown out of the home market 
idea, and he believes that Crisp coun- 
ty has just started in its development.

Stockbridge, in discussing the 
parcel post as a means of bringing 
down the cost of living, declared that 
the federal system had proven a fail!- 
ire, it having “fallen down” in the 
prime essential point, that of bringing 
together the farmer and the consumer. 

“The government refuses to become 
the agent and it is in this particular 
phase that the fatal defect is encoun- 
tered,” declared Dr. Stockbridge. “Tf 
the government would perfect some 
way to bring the two together and 
would receive first-class goods in first- 
class condition, then it would become 
a most effective means, but as !t is at 
present, the post has fallen down. 

“The express companies, on the other 
hand, realizing that it is good business 
to go into this educational work, take 
pains to bring the two. together and 
therefore offer a means whereby re- 
sults can be obtained.” 

Asa one powerful means of bringing 
about in thé state of Georgia a great 
reduction of the cost of living, Mrs. 
Murray Hubbard suggested concerted 
action on the part of the State Federa- 
tion of Clubs. 

“The Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs has the entire state well orgun- 
ized in districts,’ declared Mrs. Hub- 
bard. “Why should it not prove most 
practicable to extend the organization 
into precincts and in this way find the 
producers and keep them in touch with 
the consumers?” 

Shrewdness of Purchaser. 


That the question of reduction of the 
cost of living at this time is practical- 
ly one of shrewdness in purchase was 
the idea advanced by C. H. Burge, a 
well-known salesman. Mr. Burge de- 
clared that he had been engaged in 
the sale of wholesale groceries for 28 
years, and that he finds care in trad- 
ing to be the best method of redu- 
cing the cost. 

“Watch the markets and buy 
portune times,” declared Mr. Burge. 
“When the sugar crop is coming in, 
don’t lay up a store of sugar. Prices 
will, of course drop later. Another 
method of reducing the market is to 
buy for cash at the place which of- 
fers a ‘bargain’ in some one product. 
is a ‘bait’ and is sold below the 
market to attract purchasers who, aft- 
er buying this product and thinking 
other supplies are reduced in propor- 
tion, more often than not complete 
their purchases at that store. Watch 
for these, purchase the ‘bargain’ offer- 
ed, go to another store where another 
‘bargain’ is offered in another product, 
take advantage of that, and so forth 
until you find that you have supplied 
sare he gs needs at a greatly reduced 
cost.” ~ 

“Some men have seen ahédad and pur- 
chased types oe tea for instance 
when the market was low. They are 
now selling at retail the same product 
for which I am forced to get their re- 
tail price as my wholesale price. They 
have ‘loaded up’ at an opportune time 
and they can afford to sell at retail 
for the same price which a more un- 
wary grocer must pay wholesale.”

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WORN BY MURDERER 


‘Mazie Colbert’s Bloody Gar- 
ment Found on Lewis, Who 
Killed Himself--Motive for 
Murder a Mystery. 


Philadelphia, January 5.—The motive 
for the murder is all that remained to- 
| night to clear up the mystery surround- 
‘ing the killing of Mazie Colbert, an 
‘artist model, in her apartment here last 
‘week, in the opinion of the police. The 
lsuicide of Bernard W. Lewis, son of 
rn wealthy retired coal operator of Pitts- 
‘burg, at Atlantic City last night has 
convinced detectives that the young 
man was responsible for the girl's 
death. . 

The detective department has accept- 
ed the conclusion that Lewis, a gormer 
law student at Yale, who had been sep- 
arated from his wife in Pittsburg, felled 
the model with a blow from a blunt 
instrument and fled after strangling 
her with a silk stocking. 

While the general belief of the de- 
tectives, that Lewis was embarrassed 
financially and may have been driven 
strangle the young woman to 5Se- 
funds, the supposition that his 
mind was temporarily unbalanced is 
also given credence. A diamond ring 
belonging to the slain girl is still miss- 
ing. a 

A theory that Lewis, prompted by his 
alleged financial embarrassment, may 
have killed the girl in desperation be- 
cause she would not become a party to 
a plot to blackmail one of her rich 
admirers, is also occupying the atten- 
tion of the police. 

Lewis Wore Girls Undershirt. 

Some of the circumstances pointing 
to Lewis as the#slayer, as indicated by 
the police, were: His possession of a 
blood-stained handkerchief; strands of 
hair clutched in the dead girl’s hand 
matched that of Lewis; he wore a wom-

an's silk undershirt, said to be a dupli- 
cate Of others found in Miss Colbert's 
room; his hands were scratched as 
though a struggle had preceded the 
crime; his shirt and collar were the 
same size as the blood-stained shirt and 
collar found in the girl’s apartment; a 
curtain cord similar to one torn from 
her apartment was found among Lewis’ 
effects; in a memorandum pocket was 
a card bearing Miss Colbert's telephone 
number and he was identified by El- 
wood Powell as the man he had driven 
in a taxicab to Miss Colbert’s apartment 
the night the murder is believed to have 
occurred. 2 

Lewis’ presence at 
neral yesterday was reported by two 
women mourners who declared they 
recognized the picture and description 
of the suicide. , 

A blood-stained under garment. be- 
lieved to have belonged to the Pitts- 
burger, was found today Beneath the 
window of a room at a hotel occupied 
by Lewis last Wednesday. 

The results of the autopsy by William 
Wadsworth, coroner’s physician, made 
public today, showed that Miss Colbert’s 
death was due to strangulation. 

Arrangements have been made to 
have Lewis’ body shipped to Pittsburg 
as soon as the coroner of Atlantic City 
releases it. There will be no inquest, 
it was said. 

He Was Gay After Murder. 

It developed today that after the Col- 
bert girl had been killed, Lewis took 
the Misses Ethel and Mabel Kyle, school 
teachers of Germantown, to teas and 
dances at downtown hotels Ffiday and 
Saturday nights and to theaters on both 
nights. On last Sunday Lewis accom- 
panied the sisters to church, they said 
today. All this time, the police claim, 
the Colbert girl lay dead in her home. 

Further search ‘of Lewis’ rooms and 
effects today failed to reveal any pa- 
pers or other communications that bore 
on the killing, and the local police as- 
serted tonight that the motive for the 
crime might never be determined. 

The Misses Kyle, through whom the 
police learned of Lewis’ identity, ntain- 
tain that he is innocent of the murder 
and that he committed suicide because 
he believed his reputation had been 
ruined. “Mr. Lewis was the victim of 
a ghastly blunder,” said one of the 
school teachers, “I still believe he was 
innocent. I know that he was an hon- 
orable man. He read that he had been 
drawn into the mystery and, ended his 
life because he had lost hope of ex- 
tracting himself and hecause he 
thought his reputation had been ruined. 
He had telephoned us every day since 
the murder occurred, but it was not 
until late yesterday that he showed any 
signs of being worried about the af- 
fair. 

“He called us three times vesterday 
and at 4 o’clock, the hour of his last 
call, he seemed excited, but protested 
his innocence. ‘Isn't this horrible,’ he 
said, ‘I don’t know what to do to stop 
this notoriety.’ He said that he had 
placed the matter in the hands of a 
lawyer and that everything would be 
all right.”

Washington, January 5.—(S8pecial.)—

in the limelight as the next object of 
their attack. 

Word is received here that prom- 
inent prohibition leaders the state over 
being satisfied that Osborne is elim- 
inated from further serious consider- 
ation, are turning their attention to 
Mr. Felder, of Bibb county, of whom 


letters have been written direct to the 
president protesting against his nom- 
ination on the ground that he is equal- 
ly sas Offensive to the prohibition sen- 
timent of the state as Mr. Osborne was.

WILSON WON’T SEND 
SECOND PEACE NOTE. 


Washington, January 5.—The = state 
department late today authorized the 
statemem that President Wilson was 
not contemplating sending another 
peace note. 

Counsellor Polk gave out the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The report that the president is pre- 
paring to send a new’ note to the bel- 
ligerent powers is false and without 
anv foundation. The president has no 
second note in contemplation.”, 

Secretary Lansing would not discuss 
the question further, but it was under- 
stood that the reason for the announce- 
ment was appreciation on the part of 
the administration that reports that 
another note would be sent would af- 
fect the entente reply to the president’s 
first note expected here in the near fu- 
ture. 

Following the cabinet meeting Secre- 
tarv Lansing announced that Presidem 
Wilson had authorized him to say that 
the American government had no other 
note in contemplation and that suchin- 
formation was being sent to all Ameri- 
can diplomatic representatives abroad. 


NO USE TO PUBLISH 
GERMAN CONDITIONS. 


London, January 53.—Publicastion of 
German peace conditions would be use- 
less in view of the attitude of the Brit- 
ish and French press, according to the 
Berlin Lokal Anzeiger, as quoted in 
an Amsterdam dispatch to Reuter’s. 
The Anzeiger bases its opinion on the 
resolution in the French senate that 
France could make no peace with an 
enemy who occupied French territory. 

“Publication of our conditions,” says 
this paper, ‘““would now be undignified 
and moreover, would not_be the least 
use. The evacuation of French terri- 
tory. is made a preliminary condition 
for peace negotiations. Though this 
condition is not contained in the en- 
tente notte, it still exists, amg therefore 
it is the French senate and the French 
government who render impossible the 
publication of our peace conditions. 

‘We must show to the door any neu- 
tral who should dare to demand from us 
that we should regard as an invitation 
the words of the reply ‘as a suggestion 
without conditions for opening negotia- 
tions is no peace offer.’ : We must refer 
such a neutral to the resolution of the 
French senaté. 


BULGARIA READY 
TO MAKE PEACE. 


London, January 5.—A Rotterdam dis- 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany, which does not specify the source 
of its information, says that Premier 
Radoslavoff, of Bulgaria, made the fo!}- 
lowing statement to a Hungarian jour- 
nalist: 

“Bulgaria has won the game and can 
afford to sign a peace treaty satisfac- 
tory to all. Peace is nearing ouickly. 
We are expected to make concessions, 
but the greatest concession—our peace 
offer—has already been made.”

RUSSIANS ADMIT 
LOSS OF GROUND. 


Petrograd, January 5.—(By Wireless 
Press to London.)—The Rugsian war 
office today issued the following in 
regard to the Rumanian theater: 

“Rumanian’ Front: Enemy columns 
which attacked our trenches in the 
region of the Kotumba valley and the 
River Tatroch were dispersed. After 
strong artillery preparation consider- 
able enemy forces five times attacked 
the heights south of the’ River Che- 
bonicha. The attacks were repulsed. 
Three enemy attacks on the sector of 
our position north of the River Oijitus 
were repelled and attacks by the en- 
emy on the Rumanian position south of 
the River Kassina were beaten back. 

“The enemy pressed back advanced 
detachments east of Toposchik, north 
of the confluence of the Rivers Za- 
bala and Putna, and in the region of 
Norucha, two versts south of the con- 
fluence of the above rivers. In the 
region of Koproria, 12 versts south- 
east of Norucha, the enemy slightly 
pressed back the Rumanians, 

“Enemy attacks in the region of 
Kapatunu, 14 versts northeast of Fok- 
shani, were beaten back by the Ru- 
manians. The enemy, about three di- 
visions strong and supported by thir- 
ty batteries, attacked detachments 
south of the mouth of the River Bu- 
zeu and pressed them ‘back. 

“In Dobrudja the enemy launched 
fierce attacks at dawn in the region 
of Vachareni, fifteen versts east of 
Braila. Our detachments fought a 
stubborn battle throughout the day 
with superior forces, inflicting great 
losses on the enemy. Toward even- 
ing we were compelled to commence 
a withdrawal to the other bank of the 
Danube,”’
